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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 5-10, 12-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest pieces of art are the Khoo et al, Rosser and Marsh et al references 
applied in the most recent rejection as well as recently cited Tso et al reference 
(US6047327). Khoo et al and Rosser teach the content targeting limitations as detailed 
in the latest rejection. However, Marsh et al and Tso et al which are most relevant 
regarding the particular scheduling requirements of the claims, fail to suggest the 
download and activation scheduling claimed. Claim 1 requires messages to be sent to 
the client which detail not only the targeted content, but scheduling information 
regarding when the content is to be downloaded and when it is to be activated. In 
particular, upon the client receiving the message, a connection is automatically (without 
user interaction) made to download the content. Subsequently, the client automatically 
(without user interaction) activates the content according to activation scheduling 
information present in the delivered message. Marsh et al describes targeted content 
"scheduling," but as column 16 reveals, such is more of a prioritizer which downloads 
prioritized content when the user decides to make a connection to the server. This is 
not the scheduling of automated download claimed by applicant and this also is not the 
scheduling of automated activation claimed, both of which are accomplished by delivery 
and processing of the scheduling message. Tso et al teaches targeted content sent to 
the user, however there is no scheduling of downloading, nor scheduling of subsequent 
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activation. Column 11 lines 7-12 and column 14 lines 16-35 fail to teach predefined 
scheduling messages which determine when to download and when to activate. The 
infobite "awakening/activation" on column 1 1 lines 7-12 appears to describe 
infobites/infocasts which are entered in the server, but not set to appear for 
publication/distribution until an awakening time. This differs from the instant activation 
in that the instant activation occurs on the client. Claim 10 is similarly analyzed in terms 
of scheduling of downloading and activation.
